growers will receive special treatment 
under the ever-normal granary pro- 
gram, tw0 legislators said Thursday. 


Senator Smith (Dem.. S. C.I and 


Representative Doxey 
(Dem,, Mis.s.) 


members of the joint congressional 
committee working on the nqw farm 
program, said growers who cultivated 
nn average of five acres or less dur- 
ing the past five years, would receive 
more than their porportionntc share of 
acreage allotments. 


He said drafters of the proposed pro- 


gram for Uiis year contemplated a 
"10,000,000-bale floor and 
11,500,000- 


balc ceiling." 


Smith explained that after a farmer 


receives his acreage allotment "he can 
market all the cotton he grows on 
that acreage." He said that this ex- 
plained why production might vary 
between 10,000,000 and 11,500,000 bales. 


Supplies at Constant I*cvcl 


The cotton program is designed to 


keep total supplies at a constant Ics'cl 
equal to average annual production 
for domestic consumption and exports 
during the past 10 years (about 13,- 
000,000 bales) thus a reserve or carry- 
over of -10 per cent (about .1,200,000 
bales). 
When indicated .supplies are 


seven per cent above this point., or 
more than 15,500,000 bales, cotlon grow- 
ers will vote on applying a reduction 
program. The program will go into ef- 
fect if two-thirds voting approve. 


A production "goal" of 
10,000,00(1 


bale.-, would be set up for this year. 
This production would be divided 
among states. Then it would be con- 
verted 
into acreage, on a basis of 


average production for the past five 
years, and divided among counties and 
farms. 
Five per cent of the acreage 


within each state would be used to ad- 
just quotas where drouth;; have caus- 
ed inequality of production, where 
new lands havt developed, and to 
increase quotas for farmers cultivat- 
ing five acres or less. 


In addition to this T> per cent a 


special quota of 600,(X)0 bales for this 
year would bo allotted on a national 
basis for these same purposes.

letter we published on the front 
page February 8, 1937.

O'Neal." 


The next day, February 10, 


O'Neal published his letter 
nouncing withdrawal of the 
to "relieve Mr. Vcsey." 


But Mr. O'Neal doesn't aim 


relieve the state government. 
* * * 


He is so confused that he pre- 


sumes the method of procedure is 
more important than the moral 
principle of the claim itself-the 
precedent he, a we'l-lo-do man, 
is attempting to set, making the 
stale responsible for accidents on 
the public highway. 


I'm not writing this out of thin 


air, hut out of the book of my own 
bitter experience. 


In 1928 the state opened its new 


concrete, highway between Mag- 
nolia and El Dorado. 
Returning 


from Mngnolia with a staff mem- 
ber pf ,lhe El Dorado News in the 
middle of the.'afternoon I came over 
the top of a hill just outside of 
El Dorado and found two high- 
way department trucks blocking 
the road. There were no warning 
flags in those days. No one was 
hurt, hut I banged up my own 
car and one of the highway trucks. 


Every lawyer in town offered 


to take a damage suit for me. 


But I was editor of El Dorado's 


only newspaper. How could I use 
my position to break a tradition as 
old as the hills—that you travel the 
public highway at your own risk'.' 


I paid my own damagss, and the 


highway department paid theirs. 
It cost me 5180, and the highway 
department $75. 


The next rlay mandatory orders 


went out from Little Rock about 
the parking of department truck 
on the highways. 


1 cite that lo you as a "tough 


break." 


Mr. O'Neal can't even cite an ex- 


tenuating circumstance. 


He says, as you recall from the 


controversy a year ago, that he 
drove into a curve depending on 
llie information given him by a 
road sign, the road sign was wrong, 
and therefore be hit another car. 


If that's how he drives a car he 


ought to be compelled to hire a 
chauffeur. 


We'll risk meeting the curves, 


hut it is notorious around these 
parts that no one wants to risk 
meeting Mr. O'Neal. 


He ha.s the longest public acci- 


dent record of any man in the 
county. 


And no man in the county is less 


entitled to collect damages from 
llic public treasury.

PaysJVith Life 


Dr. U.S. Thatcher Dies of 


Sulphuric Acid Poison- 


ing at Little Rock 


LITTLE ROCK, Dr. Harvey Shep- 


herd Thatcher, 52. of 512:) Edgcwixxl 
road, head of the Department of Path- 
ology of (he University of Arkansas 
Medical School, was found dying of 
sulphuric acid poisoning in his garage 
about 7 Thursday night. 


Dr. Thatcher's cook, who apparently 


heard the physician fall from his auto- 
mobile, in which he had driven home 
from the school, raised an alarm. He 
was taken into the house and a physi- 
cian was called. 


He died about 8 p, m. Dr. Howard A 


Dishongh, coroner, returned a verdict 
of accidental death by sulphuric acid 
poisoning. Dr. Dishongh conjectured 
lhat the pathologist had been drawing 
sulphuric acid through a pipette, con- 
ducting an experiment at the school, 
and had strangled and swallowed a 
quantity of the acid. Acid burns were 
found on his mouth and hands. 


The unobtrusive physician was wide- 


ly known for si work in pathology 
and bacteriology. He was director of 
the Medical School's cancer clinic, 
which tests cancer specimens from 
sections of the state. 


Recently he was awarded a $1,000 


lurid to continue his research in the 
cancer field. A report of his work 
was published by an English company. 


"Jhe threefold nature of Social Se- 


curity was explained to HOIK- Rotary 
club Friday noon by Eli Collins, public 
relations counselor for the Arkansas 
Stale Department of Labor, which ad- 
ministers the 
unemployment 
com- 


pensation part of Social Security. 


"There are three divisions of Social 


Security," Mr. Collins said. 


"First, there is the system of un- 


earned benefits, paid jointly out of 
the general funds of the federal and 
state governments for the relief of 
old age, Ihe sick and the blind. This 
part of Social Security ha.s nothing 
to do with payroll taxes. 


"Second, there is the 
.s.vv/U'in of 


earned old-age benefits which is pop- 
ularly 
known 
as 
'Social Security.' i 


This division is administered entirely 
by the federal government. It is sup- 
ported by an income lax of one pel- 
cent on private wage-earners, matched 
by smother one per cent excise tax 
paid by employers. The government 
guarantees the worker a return of 'U'j 
per cent on these funds in old-age 
benefits or pensions. 


Unemployment Fund 


"Third, there is the unemployment 


compensation division, which is ad- 
ministered jointly by federal and stale 
governments. This division is sup- 
ported by an excise tux on employers 
alone. 


"The lax fixed by the federal law 


was one per cent in 193fi, two per cent 
in 1937, becomes three per cent for 
1938, 
and rem;iinr. at three per cent for 


the balance of the five-year 
trial 


period—when taxes will be adjusted 
according to the merit of the individual 
employer, whether he has kept most of 
his people constantly employed, or 
forced them to draw unemployment 
benefits. 


"This tax 
on employers, where 


there arc eight or more workers, is 
paid 10 |XM- cent to the federal gov- 
ernment and '.10 per cent to the state. 
Employers of one to seven workers 
pay slightly less than employers of 
eight or more, berause the Arkansas 
state law claims only the 90 |x*r cent 
allowed under the federal statute. 


"Therefore today, for 19,'i8. employ- 


ers of less than eight persons pay 2.7'1; 


f their total payroll to the state gov- 


ernment alone; while employers of 
eight or more pay 2.7''f> to the state 
and .'.}% lo the federal government, 
making a total of 3';i- tax on payrolls. 


"Furthermore, the purpose of un- 


employment compensation is not only 
to pay benefits but also to help labor 
find private employment, and machin- 
ery is being set up lo that end."

Collins continued; and when there is 
addeil to this burden of unemployed 
I ersnn.s 45 and older, llir- bmdrn of 
young school graduates who aim are 
unable to find work, there is reason for 
a nation-wide program lo assist in 
finding useful jobs, and to pay ben- 
efits where jobs are unavoidably lost.

ROCK.-State Police are 


having difficulties discovering motor- 
ists who have failed to submit their 
ears for inspection as required by state 
law, 
Chief Gray Albright said Thurs- 


day in correcting an estimate of delin- 
quents* a.s published Wednesday. 


The unofficial estimate was 100,000 


or more but Albright said the total 
probably would not be more than 31,000 
after deductions are allowed. 


The larger total was arrived at by 


deducting the 141,000 cars inspected 
from the total number of registrations, 
or 242,000. 


Albright said 5,000 cars had been in- 


spected and had mil been returned for 
approval; 15,000 used cars are on deal- 
ers' lots awaiting buyers and are not 
subject to inspection; another 20,000 
arc believed to bo housed ill rural ga- 
rages, willi their owners storing them 
until June or July when a half-year 
license can he purchased; another 10,- 
000 are in the 10 counties lacking test- 
ing stations and approximately 20,000 
trailers are not subject lr> inspection. 
Adding the deductions furnished Chief 
Albright a total of 191,000 leaving an 
estimated 81.000 delinquents. 


A suspect arrested early Thursday 


morning in the series of residential 
robberies in Hope was released from 
the city jail Friday after officers said 
they were convinced that the prisoner 
hud no connection with the thefts.

Fewer Children Is Cause, 


Speaker Tells County 


Agents Here

Concentration of wealth, a lesser de- 


mand for farm products, and an in- 
creasing number of old people are 
some of the implications of the declin- 
ing birth rale, said Dr. O. E, Baker, 
senior agricultural economist, U. S. De- 
partment of Agrculture, Frday n the 
second of a series of three addresses 
at the- conference here of southwest 
Arkansas county extension agents. 


"The volume of wealth in this coun- 


try is possessed by people of the mid- 
dle class, and it is here thai the birth 
rate is most rapidly declining. The 
family cstale will be inherited by one 
child instead of several, and through 
marriage, the wealth of two families 
will be concentraled in one. 


"Already the decline in the number 


of children under 10 years of age has 
affected the demand for milk. Popu- 
lation trends now forecast a declining 
population within 50 years, and other 
farm products will begin to suffer." 


Birth Rate Fallliif* 


"The birth rale is falling more rap- 


idly in the cities than in the country. 
Urban 
culture does not encourage 


large families. In the city, Ihe indi- 
vidual ralher lhan Ihe family js the 
economic unit. The income of young 
people, particularly in the professional 
classes, is lowi and tiie cost oi rearing 
children is high. Many young people 
who want to raise a family are unable 
to find employment. 
In fact, only half 


of the young people between the ages 
of 16 and 24 who wish to work arc able 
to find work. Here it seems that the 
interests of the nation run counter to 
the interests of the individual family, 
which is not willing or is unable to 
bear the cost of rearing children." 


Dr. Baker paid high tribute to the 


homemade homes campaign sponsored 
by the Extension Service of the Uni- 
versity of Arkansas College of Agri- 
culture, and also the recently propos- 
ed plan to assist young people to estab- 
lish themselves on frams. "You are 
recognizing 
here 
the fundamental 


needs of people, to make a living, to 
have a home and raise children, and 
to have a philosophy of life that can 
guide Ihcm through times of prosperity 
an dthrough times of misfortune. In 
this carppaign there is a philosophy of 
work, beauty, thrift, private properly, 
liberty, pride, and love of the family 
and home. I place my faith in the 
rural people, who recognize the family 
as the .stabilizing factor in our civiliza- 
tion. This campaign is one of the most 
hopeful things I have seen, and I wish 
you success." 


Dr. Baker will speak again Saulrday 


on the .subject of broadening the live- 
at-home program. 


The farm unit demonstrations set up 


by the Exlcnsion Service in 45 coun- 
tics in the state will result in higher 
.standards'of living, said J. B. Daniels, 
extension specialist in farm manage- 
ment. "These demonstrations bring 
all applicable extension recommenda- 
tions together on the farm and in the 
home. It considers, and makes specific 
recommendations for use of land, la- 
bor, 
and capital to give the greatest 


economic advantage over a period of 
years. 


Million Acres Idle 


"One million acres of our land in 


this stale is irlle each year. This dem- 
onstration calls for the use of every 
acre for the best purpose. In row 
crop farming, the farmer uses his labor 
productively only 6 months of the year, 
and few men are able to make a living 
for their families at a half-time job. 
This demonstration plans enterprises to 
distribute labor and income through- 
out the year, and to increase the labor 
income." 


A discussion of farm and home plans 


made in the farm unit demonstrations 
was- given by Mrs. Ida A. Fcnlon, econ- 
omist in 
home 
management. Mix- 


Melva Bullinfiton, Hempslcad coimt> 
home demonstration agent, and Philip 
Anderson, Miller county agent, report- 
ed the results of the unit dcmonslra- 
tions in their counties. 


Community activities as a means o f ' 


leaching higher standards and broad-1 
oiling rural life was discussed by Mis:-! 
June Donahue, extension specialist in ' 
community activities. 


The 100,000 demonstrations in un- 


proved farm and home practices car- 
ried out in 1937 by 60,000 4-H club 
boys and girls in the state is a major 
contribution toward the raising of 
rural standards, W. J. Jernigan, stale 
4-H club agent, said in discussing 4-H 
club work. "The development of lead- 
ership 
and 
initiative among these 


young people will be far reaching in 
its influence.

Jap Puppet State 


for China Planned 


"Lawrence of Manchuria" 


Rounding New Govern- 


ment Into Shape

Japan's "Lawrence of Manchuria" 


was reported at Shanghai Friday to be 
smelting up a puppet regime to govern 
the conquered heart of China. 


Chinese sources declared Lieutenant 


General Kenji Doihara, political ma- 
nipulator for the Japanese army, whoso 
efforts launched die dismemberment 
of Manchuria and North China, was 
bringing in an "acceptable" Chinese 
to rule the Shanghai-Nanking area.

. days on which many Michigan business men will have tax 


matters to attend to in 1938. These days include the dates for 
returns and payments on federal income taxes, state and 
county property taxes, sales, unemployment and other taxes 
and the returns that accompany them. 


That indicates one source of tax drains that never show 


up in the figures—the cost of paying them. Every firm of any 
size has had to hire men whose duty is exclusively to see that 
tax returns are filed and payments 'made on time,' 


Even individuals and small businesses must devote an in- 


creasing amount of their time to the mechanics nf tax pav- 
merit. In many cages the burden of computing the taxes is 
greater than the burden of payment. 


Every possible simplification of this business of paying 


taxes is a real tax reduction without depriving the govern- 
ments concerned of any needed revenue. For the time, energy 
and trouble spent in preparing returns, making reports, and 
actually making paymnts, is a dead loss all around, hampering 
the payer without adding to the amount received by govern- 
ment.

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Rest, Good Care and Sympthy Needed When Women 


Undergo Physical Change 


(No. 429) 


Between the ages of 45 and 50 the 


average woman undergoes certain phy- 
sical changes which often cause con- 
siderable concern. Occasionally these 
changes occur before the age of 45 
and, in rare instances, in the thirties. 
In ether cases they are delayed until 
after 50 years of age and very rarely 
after 55. 


Since these changes are definitely as- 


, sociated with the functions of the 


glands, an abnormally early onset of 
the condition or an exceedingly late 
onset la probably associated with some 
changes in the functions of these 
. glands. 


In the process there are definite 


changes which occur in the organs 
associated with childbirth. Since these 
organs are no longer to function nor- 
mally, they began to shrink, becoming 
shorter and smaller, and the periodic 
manifestation of their functioning also 
disappears. 


In some women all of these changes 


take place suddenly and abruptly and 
without much trouble. In many cases. 
however, they take place gradually 
over intervals of months or 
even 


years. 


In some cases the amount of bleed- 


ing may be excessive, and for this rea- 
son it is advisable for every woman to 
have a good general physical examina- 
tion with special reference to the or- 
gans that are affected by the change.

An examina- 
tion will show that possibility and the 
prescribing of glandular materials in 
which the body is deficient may help 
to regulate the weight. 


In case bleeding i.s excessive, prompt

Healing the Sick 
Tcxl: Miirlc 1:29-45 


The mother-in-law of Simon Peter, 


one of the fishermen who responded 
to the call of Jesus to become n disciple 
wa.s 
.sick with fever; and when Jesus 


(Mime 
into 
the 
house 
of the 
two 


brothers, Simon Peter, and Andrew, 
He took Ihe sick woman by the hund, 
raised her up, and restored her lo 
such health thai she was able lo rise 
and minister lo them. 


The fame of this ncl of healing evi- 


dently .spread abroad so quickly Unit, 
in the characteristic description of the 
lesson, "All the city was gathered to- 
gether nt the door." The record is 
that He healed many, but the next 
morning Jesus went off inlo a desert 
place and there prayed. 


Simon Peter and the others of these 


early disciples were evidently grcally 
pu/./led. 
They followed Jesus, 
and 


when they found Him they expressed 
their surprise in Ihe words, "All (ire 
seeking Thee." But Jesus did nbt re- 
turn with them lo the city where 
these things had been done. He said, 
"Let us go on to the next towns., thai 
1 may preach there also; for tp this 
end came I forth." 
' 


There i.s a great mystery attaching 


to the healing ministry of Jesus; nor 


it only the mystery that attnchcs 


to the miraculous or to the things 
that we cannot untlersand by reference 
to the known laws governing sifkncss 
and health. 


Any honest investigalor in Ibis field 


knows that remarkable ami seemingly 
inexplicable things occur. He i.s not 
likely to conclude lhat these inex- 
plicable things are contrary to some 
law or process of nature or Gd. On 
the contrary, he is likely to sec in 
these remarkable things the opera- 
tion of some higher law of nnture or 
the spiritual forces of life which man 
has not yet sufficiently explored or 
comprehended. 


But the mystery of the minislcring 


of Jesus to physical needs goes be- 
yond this. The herding of the body is 
everywhere subordinate to His spirit- 
ual ministry and the healing of the 
soul. 
He i.s presented in the New 


Testament, in spite of all the miracuV 
Ions records, not a.s a magician and 
wonder worker, but as a great Teach- 
er and Savior, bringing to man the 
wonderful words of life, the forgive- 
ness of sins, and Ihe inspiration lo 
righteousness and goodness. 


If we could imagine a man of greal 


power coming inlo ur city today, with 
j.bility to minister health and rcslora- 
tion lo sick and broken bodies, we 
should assume that he would exercise 
that ministry tosvard all who came, 
that he would regard that as n great 


I rivilege and opportunity, and thai 
to the very limit of his physical powers 
l:e would receive all who came, and 
not escape to the desert while he still 
had the means and opportunity of 
healing the sick hnd restoring the 
halt and lame. 


Why did Jesus not conceive Hi.s 


ministry a.s that of bodily healing? 
Why did He not bring health and 
restoration to all within His roach, a.s 


lid He apparently minimize this min- 
istry of physical healing, nnd always 
insist in .some way thai He had come 
lo minister above all to the souls of 
men? Why did He constantly urge 
those whom He htalcd not lo lell oth- 
ers about it, whereas some modern 
faith healers would be seeking the 
widest publicily? 


We cannot answer these questions 


f u l l y . But we must put the emphasis 
of the ministry of Jesus where He him- 
self put it. He came to save men 
from their sin. Salvation is more than 
bodily health; il is the health and 
welfare of the soul.

Personal Exemptions 


In addition to the personal exemp- 


tion of 51,000 for single persons and 
$2,500 for married persons living to- 
gether and for heads of families, a tax- 
payer is entitled to a credit of S400 for 
each dependent, defined by incometax 
law and regulations as a person under 
18 years of age or incapable of self- | 
support because mentally or physically j 
defective. The term "mentally or phy- i 
sically defective" means not only crip- j 
pies and those mentally defective but 
persons in ill health and the aged. 


In order to be entitled to the 5400 


credit, the taxpayer must furnish the 
dependent his or her chief support. The! 
credit is based upon actual financial I 
depedency and not mere legal de- 
pendency. For example, a father whose 
children receive half or more of their 
support from a trust fund or other 
separate source is not entitled to the 
credit. 
j 


Neither relationship nor residence j 


is a factor in the allowjnce of the $400! 
credit for a dependent. The taxpayer! 
and the dependent may oe residents of 
different cities. If husband and wife 
both contribute to the support of a de- 
pendent, the S400 credit may be taken 
by the one contributing the chief sup- 
port, and may not be divided between 
them. 


A single person who supports in his 


home an aged mother is entitled hot 
only to the S400 credit for a dependent 
but also to the personal exemption of 
?2,500 as the head of a family. A 
widower supporting under similar cir- 
cumstances a dependent child under 
18 years of age also is entitled to the !

For four or 
f.ve animate, plan No. 10147 should be used. For a larger, general purpose 
larm, accommodating more than ten animals, plan No. 70324 is recom- 
mended. These plans, designed by the College of Agriculture to meet 
Arkansas farm conditions, are available through your County Agent.
